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that the propaganda of world-wide revolu- 
tionary bureaux was not directed solely to Ire- 
land, but to Egypt and India. lt was clear 
to him that their promoters realised that if 
they could detach one part of the Empire, the 
fa]! of Great Britain would quickly follow. 

Sir Edward Carson followed, and strongly 
eupported the Duke of Northumberland’s con- 
tention. It was not a question, he said, of 
Home Rule for Ircland or cf any other rule, 
but one of “downing ” the British Empire. He 
believed that the bulk of the Trish 
people were opposed to Sinn Fein. 
He was convinced that the laws which 
Britain had given to Ireland, and the land which 
the Irish peasants had obtained under those 
laws, would go a long way to'secure, on the 
eide*of Britain, the better elements of Irish life. 

The Prime Minister, in a reply of considerable 
length, accepted the ¢ontention’ of the deputa- 
tion that there was a world-wide conspiracy 
against the British Empire. He also agreed 
that it was vital that Ireland should remain 
under the British Government. He declared 
that the Government were determined to re: 
store law and order, and pointed to the two 
bills which would be introduced inte the House 
of Commons next week, and passed im two days. 
He stated specifically that these biils would. 
drastic, but added that they would give 
Ireland reasonable treatment. But he made 
it plain that the Government were not 


going to relinquish authority. Mr. Lloyd 


George yave a categorical denial of 
reports that he had made overtures to the Sin 
Feiners. On the contrary, there wald -be '.0 
toying with separztion or with the setting up 
of a Republic. He realised ail the difficulties 
that had ‘seen brodght before him, aad assured 
the deputation that the Government would do 
everything that could be done to uphold the 
supremacy of Britain. That, he added, was 
really in the best interest of the Irish people. 
He reminded his hearers that no laws could be 
successfully administered unless public option 
was behind them. The jury system had failed 
in Ireland. and new machinery had to be 
created. That was all very well, but there 
must. be the spirit to work that machinery. It 
was well, he continued, to have the support of 
the public opinion of the world, but it 
was vital to have that of Britain 
behind what was done. je had fought 
and won, he said, the greatest military 
contest in the history of the world, and we 


were not going to give in to Sinn Fein. When |. 


the bills which the Government had promised 
were on the Statute Book, he“thought that it 
would be found that public opinion was behind 
them. He ended by repeating, with great 
emphasis, that the severance of one part of the 
Empire from the rest would never be allowed.

A couple of tho civilians 
remained on guard over them while the attack 
was being made on the remainder oí the 
patrol. 

When the five soldiers at the Bank of Ireland 
saw the civilians with pistols in their hands 


they moved behind one of ‘the pillars, and one |” 


of the patrol drew his revolver and fired at the 
attackers. The civilians then opened fire. on 
the soldiers, and an exchange of shots. took 
place, but none of them took effect on either 
side. On hearing the firing the people in the 
street rushed for safety, and what immediately 
followed is not known, beyond the fact that 
the soldiers were seen holding their hands over 
their heads, while standing in front were two 
civilians “covering” them with autorhatic 
pistols. Other men took away the eoldiers’ re- 
volvers. 

Meathwhile, the three soldiers standing at the 
corner of Westmoreland street’ and College 
street were also attacked, and ail of them were 
wounded and disarmed. A civilian was also 
seen to fall. 

‘THE WOUNDED MEN. 

Lance-Corporal Stewart (aged 32) was 
wounded in the hand, and walked to the 
Soldiers’ Central Club, while Corporal Harry 
Ball (aged 29), who wes wounded in the’ 
abdomen; was carried to the Club. Here first 
aid was rendered to beth men. The 
third wounded soldier was a sergeant, and 


he was carried into the Brunswick street Police , 


Station. A civilian, named Dominick Lawless 
(aged 22), of 20 Townsend street, was also taken 
into the police station. The Corporation am- 
bulance was summoned, and in it the two 
wounded men in the Soldiers’ Club were taken 
to King George V. Hospital. The sergeant was 
brought to the same hospital in a military am- 
bulange, which had also been requisitioned. 
Lawless was taken to Mercer's Hospital in the 
Cerporation ambulance. 

When they had disarmed the different sections 
of the patrol the attackers walked quietly away, | 
and mingled with the people in the street. It is 
estimated that, in alb twelve shots were fired. 
The whole affair did not last more than a couple 
of minutes. Large numbers of people gathered 
at the place, but they were advised by men in 
the street not to stand about, as it was dan- 
gerous to form crowds. Many of the people then 
went away. 

As showing the daring nature of the attack, it 
may be mentioned that within twenty yards of 
the spot a military guard was on duty in the 
Bank of Ireland, but it did not leave the bank 
premises. At the time none of the Dublin 
Metropolitan Police was in the vicinity, but on 
hearing the shooting three constables from the 
“C” Division, who were on duty at O'Connell 
Bridge arrived, and made inquiries. Subsequent 
to the shooting a clip of live revolver cartridges 
was picked up by a man, while a couple of loose 
rounds of ammunition and some empty cases 
were also found. 

At least eight bullet marks were plainly dis- 
cernible last night on the wall of the Bank of 
Ireland behind the pillar nearest O'Connell 
Bridge, and at the opposite corner, where the 
men were wounded, were a couple of blood- 
stains. a

.. CALL FOR COMPLETE SELF- 

, GOVERNMENT. 

At a meeting of the Council of the Dublin 
Chamber. of Commerce, held yesterday—Mr. 
John Good, D.L., President, in the chair—the 
following resolutions were adopted :— 

(1) “ This Council views with horror the 
crimes and reprisals Which are rapidly making 
life intolerable in Ireland, and calls on all 
Irishmen of good-will. to use their utmest 
efforts to prevent the recurrence of these 


outrages.” 

(2) “ The Council of the Dublin" Chamber 
of Commerce views with serious conemern the 
present condition of Ireland, which gravely 
-imperils al] industrial and commercial in- 
terests. 

“It is obvious that peace and contentment 
can only be secured by a change in the form 
of the government of Ireland, and, as the 
present bill, which has for ita object the 
better government of Ireland, does not meet 
with the approval of any seation, it should be 
withdrawn. 

“The Council asks the Government to give 
a pledge in Parliament to concede: a measure 
of complete self-government for Ireland, sub- 
ject only to the restrictions menfidned in the 

rime Minister s recent speech—viz., 

“ “That Ireland should remain within the 

Empire, and that Ulster should not be 

coerced.’ 

“The Coutcil of the Dublin Chamber of 
Commerce feels, that it is voicing the opinion 
of the business community in undertaking to 
assist whole-heartedly any scheme for the 
government of Ireland which can be made the 
basis of a genuine treaty of peace between 
Great Britain and Ireland.”

to victimisation, and: be murdered by the Sinn 
Feiners, as had occurred in the past. 
I knew I was treading on difficult ground, and 
told the men that they would get written orders 
on the subject, so that there could be no mis- 
take. I attach a copy of these orders, dated 
June 17th, 1920. These orders were not re- 
ceived at Listowel for some days afterwards, as 
they had to be duplicated for issue. 


HUNGER STRIKES. 

(8) I said that no more convicted men would 
be released if they went on hunger-strike. |], 
quoted a specific instance of two men in Mary: 
borough Jail who hed gone on hunger-strike, 
and who, when informed that they would not 
be released, had promptly desisted. ‘I did not 
say that “some had died already.” I did not 
then recollect any case of a man dying on 
hunger-strike. I have since been told of one— 
Thomes Ashe—and recollect his case now, but 
I did not remember it previously. I did not say 
that “‘some of them have alreedy been dealt 
with in a manner that their friends will never 
hear about.” 

“GONE TO AMERICA.” 

(9) I theh went on to point out to the police 
that the Sinn Feiners were suffering heavy 
casualties in attacks on barracks waich the 
police and public knew nothing about; that the 
dead Sinn Feiners were buried secretly: that 
if inquiries were made it was stated that they 
had gone to America; that a number of men 
hed ‘‘ gone to America” recently who would 
never arrive there. This has been perverted by 
the Freeman to attacks on emigrant ships. Un. 
fortunately, the militant Sinn Feiners do not 
emigrate, and I never made any such foolish 
statement. ; 

(10) I wound up by telling the police that 
they, and they alone, could put down militant 
Sinn Fein: that to do.so would entail danger: 
that they were already inured to danger; that 
it would entail some hardship and discomfort : 
that many of the police stations were too small 
to hold adequate garrisons without overcrowd- 
ing. I asked them to put up with these hard- 
ships, knowing that by so déing they were help- 


they were willing to do so, it they were willing 
to go to out-stations. 
CONSTABLE MEE’S ACTION. 

(11) Constable Mee then stepped forward and 
said that I wes an Englishman, and did not 
understand Ireland or Imshmen. I assured him 
that I was Irish. He was in a most excited 
state, and took off his ~ and belt d 
threw them on the. table... As far as 
I ean recollect, he said, “That is my 
answer.” He certainly did not say anything 
like the alleged statement in the Freeman. i 
ordered him to be suspended.
